PROFILE Seeoeoea eee te eseseenee 


Do you remember La Casa Restaurant or Cilio's? Can you recall the bathhouses 
on Clifton Avenue or the fish markets on 8th Avenue? If you can, you know that 
these places were once where the Colonnades are now standing. One who does 
remember well is Security Guard Gerald Radici, fondly known to many as "Jerry". 


Jerry has been a member of the Colonnade Cuard Service since these buildings 
were built some 15 years ago. He grew up in this area within a 25-block radius, 
In it, he has lived and known Newark. 


He attended Franklin School and Barringer High School. In those days, the 
area from Clifton Avenue to Broad Street was part of the old First Ward. It 
was a residential area with many thriving businesses. 


"T remember the reservoir over there", he told a resident as he pointed toward 
Branch Brook Park, "and the political clubs and bakeries. There were many 
beautiful homes here. People would go out in the neighborhood to Cilio's or 
La Casa." 


He remembers the early days of the Colonnades -~ "Many doctors and lawyers lived 
here and some still do. There was even a psychiatrist. There was slimastics 
for the ladies and there were language clubs, bridge and fencing." 


Newark's population has changed and this change is reflected in the neighbor- 
hood now. But to Jerry, this is still home". And on some night, as the wind 
whoofs its way among the Colonnade columns, you may hear the dim echo of po- 
litical debate, smell the faint aroma of, sfogliattelle or see misty vapor 


rising where the bathhouses once stood.

"CAR 54 WHERE ARE YOU?"...esesesees oeeo e HOW TO PROTECT YOUR CAR.sesssuseaee 


No car is safe from the “pro" who really wants your car and has a few unin- 

terrupted minutes to work on it. Nevertheless, 80% of all car thefts are by 
amateurs between the ages of 15 and 21. So here are a few tips on what you 

can do to deter auto theft..... 


l. LOCK UP. Going to the supermarket for a few minutes? Leave car with 
windows up and locked. LOCK DOORS, ICNITION and TRUNK. LOCK a stalled 
car too...... (Wouldn't you be embarrassed if a thief got your stalled 
car going!) LEAVING YOUR CAR KEYS WITH A PARKING ATTENDANT? Don't be 
specific as to when you will return and only leave ignition key. Check 
the mileage before and after. 


2. DON'T TEMPT STRANGERS...DON'’T LEAVE VALUABLES IN PLAIN SIGHT.....Nickels 
and dimes on your dashboard could stimulate a break-in. No trunk? 
Conceal valuables under a seat or camouflage them with less valuable 
paraphernalia. DON'T LEAVE DRIVER'S LICENSE, REGISTRATION, VEHICLE ID 
NO. PLATE OR COLONNADE KEY CARD IN CAR. Why "help" a thief "prove" he 
owns your car? 


THINGS TO BUY 


DOOR LOCKPINS ~ Replace fancy mushroom-shaped lock buttons with smooth-shaped 
ones. 

HOOD DEFENDERS ~ Hood locks will keep thieves away from your engine. 

TRUNK LOCK - Combination lock and chain wrapped around the latches inside the 
the trunk and lid prevent trunk from being opened more than a few inches. 

FUEL SHUT-OFF ~ Add a fuel shut-off valve to your fuel line and lock the hood. 
As soon as fuel in carburation is used up, car stalls. 

CONTROL LOCKS - Newer cars have built-in steering or transmission locks. If 
your car doesn't have them, invest. A "pro" may get around it but it's 
worth a try... 

LIGHTS, HORNS AND SIRENS may drive off a thief and alert passersby. Alarms can 
be tied into the hood being opened or the car being hoisted. 

REMOVE DISTRIBUTOR after you park the car once you get home. The thief can't
